The friend was unable to 
Ko iiecriise of some previous engage- 
ment, 

The Columbus aulliorilles went the 
latter part of the wee kto ChilUcothe, 
where they Informed Cbillicothe po- 
lice that they had reasons to believe 
that the men, after they shot Hay and 
threy his body from the aniomohile in 
which they were rldinK, took the ma- 
chine to rolumbua, where thpy left It. 
and then boarding a traction car went 
back to Cbillicotlie. 

Ill the statement that Day made, 
when In the phyBleinii's olliee at 
Shadeville, after beiiiK ^athpr('d up 
along the road, was that when tin- 
robbery occurred one of the men was 
riding In the front seat with him. The 
man sitting in the rear seat shot him 
In the hack, and began beating him 
over the head with the revolver. He 
was rohhcd of fifty dollars, they over- 
looking four dollars in his overcoat 
pocket When his body was belnp 
thrown from the machin a second 
shot was fired into bis stomach. 

Wlien Day was discovered by a 
physician who was passing with his 
family, hi' was lyiiii; aloiis the road- 
side. Tills man secui.e an automohile 
goinK at a terrific rate, stopped at 
Shadeville and told what he had seen 
and when a party was organned and 
returned Day had dragged himself to 
the roadside and was sitting up. He 
died shortly afterward.

ELECTION MAY BE 
ASKED ON SPECIAL 
204IEIITMIIUI TAX 

Intemt Is Developing In Mason 

County In a Special Twenty Cent 
Koad Tax For This Year— 
GoamlHNloncrs .May Be 
PeUUoned. 

Up to the present time quite a num- 
ber of the counties in the state of 

Kentucky have Toted a special twenty 
cent road tax for the improvement of 
the roads and pikci in tlie county. 
Considerable interest has been shown 
in Mason county during the past tew 
weeks in such a special tax. 

It is well known that the people of 
Mason county have not favored the is- 
suance of a large amount of bonds for 
road work tint in face of ilii' very 
prosperous times the special tax 
seems to be meeting with (juilc a bit 
of encouragement from all parts of 
the county. It became known here 
yesterday that a special effort was be- 
ing made in some parts of the county 
to have the County Court call a spe- 
cial election in the near future on this 
proposition. Judge Purnell will not 
call such an election unless he Is pe- 
titioned by a goodly number of the 
tax payers, it ia learned, but a spe- 
cial effort is being made to present 
him with such a petition hearlnj; the 
names of a good percentage of onr 
county tax payers. 

It Is pointed out that many counties 
in the state who have not taken well 
to the bond Issue proposition have 
taken well to this special taxation for 
road purposes and it is said tluil be- 
cause of the general pmsperity In llw 
county this year, this Is the acceiited 
time to place some of the money into 
good roads In all parts of the county 
The Mason County Commissioners 
have done nobly with the funds tVky 
liava had at their disposal in the im- 
provement of the county roads but ; 
larger fund is necessary if real con- 
struction is to be done that will be 
lasting and far reaching. I'nder the 
present limitation of finances the 
commissioners cannot do any great 
amount of county-side work but can 
only hope to put roads in good condi- 
tion here and tliere Ihronglunit the 
county while shrouiJ a special road 
tax be voted by the peoido a t;eneral 
county-side plan of road construction 
would be possible. 

It is learned today that Interest is 
manifest in the proposed twenty-cent 
extra tax In all parts of the county 
and petitions will jnnhalily be In cir 
culation in a very short time and wll! 
be presented to the County Court 
within the next month for action, if 
interest continues at the present high 
pitch.

Frankfort, Ky., February 20— Al- 
though rumors of every kind and de- 
scription have filled the hotel lobbies 
here toplght oonoeming the public 
school book adoption which may be' 
made tomorrow, the members of the 
commission remain silent as to their 
tentative conclusion. State Superin- 
tendent Gilbert said tonight that it Is 
very likely that the members of the 
commission would complete their 
work tomorrow, but that nothing had 
been decided upon. The reports cur- 
rent flmong the book men tonight arc 
to the effect that nearly every branch 
has been changed, although Gilbert 
said today that the (spmmlssion would 
not reach the limit of six atibjecfi In 
their changes.. 

There can only be six subjects 
changed. It is pretty generally con- 
cede that the speller and physiology 
by Kentucky authors will be adopted, 
which win comprise two of the sub- 
jects changed. There Is a light to 
change the History, of . the United 
States, as the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy prefer another hook taught 
in the schools of this state. It is like- 
ly, too, that there will be a change In 
the arithmetics and probably gram- 
mars. But these changes are by nr 
means certain. 

The book men are poatlvely at sen 
and are unable to ohiain even tlie 
slightest Infiiriiiatlon on the tenlatlvr 
conclusion of the conimlsslons. It I- 
not postlvely known that the work of 
the commission will be completed to- 
morrow, although it Is believed that 
the adoptions will be announced to- 
morrow afternoon.

It became \nown tbU morning tbat 

a smooth stranger in the city is en- 
deavoring to pass bad money on local 
merchants and a warning is issued for 
all salesmen to be careful about the 
money they are handling for the next 
few days or until the operator has 
been captured by the offlcers or has 
left this section. 

A well dressed stranger stepped In- 
to a local store Thursday night and 
purchased about thirty-five cents 
worth of merchandise. In payment tor 
the merohandlae he threw down a pa- 
per bill, which folded appeared to be 
a ten dollar bill at the same time ask- 
ing the merchant if he could change 
ten dollars. The merchant went to 
the cash register and was gliort of 
change hut he also noticed that the 
bill looked very peculiar and investi- 
gating found that the bill had been a 
one dollar bill which had been raised 
by some mechanical means to appear 
a ten dollar bill but when unfolded 
very plainly showed it to be only a one 
dollar bill. 

The man was told that the bill 
could not be changed- but tha mer- 
chanlsottered to step out and get the 
change for him, meaning to call the 
offlcers. The man. however, was loo 
smooth to permit anything like this 
and objected, saying that he would 
step out and get the change and re- 
turn for the merchandise. He step- 
ped out and has not been seen by the 
merchant since. The police have not 
been able to locate hliii as yet.

PAYIN THE ELECTRIC 
CHAIR NR MURIIEI 

Kearney Is SUeat as He Fay* Penalty 

•t Eddyvllle This Morning But 
Lawicr Denies Quilt. 

Eddyvllle, Ky., February 21— Jamea 
Lawler and Patrick Kearney, both ot 
Cincinnati, paid the penalty ter their 
crimes in the electric chair at the 

penitentiary here this morning. 

Lawler protested his Innocence to 
to the last, but Kearney merely said: 
"I have nothing to say." 

Tlicy were convicted In the Kenton 
county Circuit Court ot UUlng An- 
drew Nbrdmeyer and John^ehm In 
a hold-up of the Ninth Ward Perpet- 
ual Loan and Building Association, 
12th and Russell streets, CoTlngton, 
March 5, 1918. 

Lawler was the first to dl6, Kearney 
following shortly after. Lawler .dieA^ 
at 3:42 a. m. and Keamq)r«t-f:^S. 

One thousand eight hundred volts 
of electricity were sent twtee through 
the body of each man. 

"I am Innocent and was given a raw 
deal and ought not to be in' the peni- 
tentiary," Lawler said just before he 
was taken to the death ohamber. > 

Lawler wrote three notes in his 
prayer book, one to bis sister, Mrs. B. 
Dolan, 1004 Columbus street, Newport 
Ky. In all three he wrote; 

"I am innocent. It is easy to die 
when you are blamed for something 
you did not do. So help me God, I am 
innocent" 

Earlier Lawler said he was not in 
Covington on the night of the robbery. 
When Lawler was led blindfolded to 
the chair he said: "Qoodby, boys; 
goodby, warden." 

While the current was passing 
through Lawler's body, Kearney waa 
pacing his cell across the corridor op- 
posite the death chamber. The whir 
of the motor supplying the electricity, 
which soon v ould end his life, plainly • 
could be hea d by Kearney. 

Kearney insisted he had nothing to 
say. 

Just before Lawler waa taken to the 
chamber he asked to see Kearney, and 
was taken to blm. 

When they met Kearney said: 
"Jim, are you going to keep 1'?" . 
Lawler nodded his head and replied, 
"Yes." 

Kearney, it ia believed, reterced to 
some secret between the two men. . 
When Kearney was placed In the 

chair bo said: 

"I thank all you guards and the 
warden I'ray for me. I hope I am 
the last man to die in this chair."

He isn't asking very much, and he is not disposed to take up 
a rifle to get it. Must all bis rights (though he is not quite sure 
that he has any) be trampled upon? 

Perhaps the peace conference can do something for him. A 
couple of sympathetic clauses in the articles of confederation of the 
league of nations might afford him at least a little consolation.—

Washington, February 21— Striking 
flgurcB dealing with illiteracy have 
been Bnpplied to the Department of 
the Interior by the Surgeon Oener- 
al's office of the army in connection 
with (lie oonsiilcnitidM of tlie Smith- 
ltaiil(hea(l Americanization bill, which 
has jnst been Introduced In Congrese, 
providing for co-operation between 
the Federal Bureau of Bducation and 
the States in bringing the Ehiglisb lan- 
guage and citizenship to native illit- 
erates and non-Bnglieh-speaking per- 
sons. 

The last prior indication as to illit- 
eracy In this country was the census 
of 1910, which showed f8,500 non-Bn- 
clish-spealclng and native lUteratc 
pi-raons over 10 years of age. of which 
5,."iftn,noo were unable to read or write 
EiiKllsh. The basis of the census rc- 
pnris was the ability ot the Individual 
to write hie own name and his own 
opinion as to whether he can speak 
English. The figures Just released to 
the Interior Department by the Whr 
Department would seem to Indicate 
tliat one-fourth of the adult males In 
tlio Vnited States are llleratn in any 
language. The reports Indicated that 
the edncated fbrelgn-born have been 
quick to learn Bnglish. 

The War Department's records 
show that 24.!) per cptit. of tlic draft 
army examined by that dcpartmeiitV 
ii!;(Mits wore iinahle to road and nn- 
doratand a newspaper or write letters 
home. Of 1,652,266 examined 386,196 
were illiterate or unable to read and 
write Bnglish sufficiently to take the 
simple test "alpha" and had to be 
classed as "beta". The Surgeon Oen- 
eral's figures were onmiiilod on ac- 



count of the need for giving exami- 
nations for normal Intelligence and 
the necessity, in that connection, for 
the draftees to read simple examina- 
tion questions. 

The Btandards for dtormininR tlio 
ability of recruits to take these teats 
varied In (llfferent camps. The gen- 
eral method was to ascertain wheth- 
er the man could read a newspaper or 
write letters to bis family. One of 
the surprising features of the data 
compiled by the Surgeon General's 
shaft Is the general indicition that 
the i)eroentage of negro Illiteracy in 
seme States Is smaller than that of 
I be whites, while another unexpected 
revelation Is the fact that most of 
the forelgn-bom who are eaucated 
In their own language, can also read 
English. It had been generally as- 
sumed that it would be easy to com- 
municate with foreign-horn residents 
who do not speak English by means 
of their own language, but It now 
appears that most of those who can- 
not read and write our language can- 
not read and write at all.

INCOME TAX BILL 
PROVIDESSOMEeY 
HEAVYJMTIES 

Betnns Mait Ue Filed On il)r Hef(ire< 
Mareh II— Intomatlou For Tliote 
PnqHwiiW Incone IM 
Reports. 

Washinston, l''cl)niiiry 20— Work on 
the collection or $(;.oiiO.OOO,000 lias 
been begun by the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue. This ii the estimated yield 
of the new revenue bill. The income 
tax provlBlone of the act reach the 
pocketbook of every single person In 
the United States whose net Income 
tor 1918 was ?1. 0(1(1, or more, and of 
every married person whose net lii- 
oome waa |2,000, or more. Persons 
wlioie net income CQualled or exceed- 
ed theee amounts, according to their 
marital status, must file a return of 
income witli the collector of Internal 
revonuo for llip district in which tlicy 
live on or before Marcli 15. 

Here Is what will happen to ilicni if 
they don't; for failure to flle a return 
on time, a fine of not more than $1,- 
000 and an additional asaegsment of 
25 per cent, of the amount of the tax 
due. 

For "willfully refusing" to make a 
return on time, a fine not exccodins 
$10,000, or not exceeding one years 
imprisonment, or both. 

For making a false or fraudulent re- 
turn, a fine of not more than $10,000, 
or imivrisonment for not more than 
one year, or both, together with :in 
adilitional assessment of ■<« per cent, 
of the amount of tax evaded. 

Vox failure to pay the tax on time, a 
fine of not more than $1,000 and an 
additional assessment of 5 per cent, 
of the amount of tax unpaid, plus 1 
per cent, interest for each full month 
during which it remains unpnid. 

In addition to the ll.Odd and $2.(iimi 
personal exemption, laxpayeis are 
allowed an exemption of $200 for each 
perstfn dependent upon them for chief 
support if such person Is under eight- 
een years of age or Incapaible of self- 
support. T'nder the 1017 act. this ex- 
emption was allowed only for eaeli de- 
pendent "child". The liead of a fam- 
ily— one who supports one or more 
persona closely connected with him 
by blood relationship, relationship by 
marriage, or by adoption— Is entitled 
to all exemptions allowea a. married 
person. 

The normal rale of lax under the 
nex act Is 6 per cent, of the first $4,- 
000 of net income above the exemp- 
tions, and 12 per cent, of the net in- 
come In excess of $4,000. Incomes In 
excess of $."1,000 are subject also to a 
surtax ranging from 1 per cent, of the 
amount of the net income between h.- 
000 and %fi.m» to tl". per cent, of the 
net incon:.' alxivc Jl.ooe. 

Payment of the tax may be made in 
fall at the. time of illlng return or in 
four Initalimoats; on or before March 



16, on or before June IB, on or before 
September 16, and on or before De- 
cember 18. 
Revenue officers will ylslt" every 

county in the United States to aid 

taxpayers In making out their returns. 
The date of their arrival and the lo- 
cation of their olliccs may me ascer- 
tained by inquiring at the offlces of 
collectors or Internal revenue, post- 
offices and bank$. Failure to see these 
officers, however, does not relieve the 
■taxpayers of his obligation to flle his 
return and pay his tax withlif the time 
speclfled by law. In this case taxpay- 
ers must seek the Qovernment, not the 
Qovemment the taxpayer.

Soldiers memorial in the form of 
oommunity buildings, dedicated to 
civic and sooial uses, and, wherever 
possible, built with bonds at the fifth 
^b•rty loan, are urged by the Bureau 
of Education, Department of the In- 
ferior, In a circular sent to every 
school community in the I'nited 
States. i 
A number of communities have al- • 
j-eady concluded that a building, in 
constant use as a reminder of the sac- 
^fliie made by the soldiers and sailors , 
^ tbe Great War, is more appropriate ^ 
and enduring than the conventional | 
grave-yard monument. "There is a 
growing conviction," says Dr. Henry , 
B. Jackson, author of the Bureau's clr- 1 
cular, "that the conventional stone ^ 
shaft, placed in a graveyard among 
the dead, Is not a fitting memorial to 
those who died for freedom. The sug- 
gestion, made both in France and 
America, that these memorials take 
the form of community buildings, ded- 
icated to civic and social uses, is ob- 
viously wise and ought to meet uni- 
versal approval. On the walls of such 
n building should hang a bronze tab- 
let containing the names o feach com- 
munity's martyrs to liberty. 
The' Roll of Hoior 
"This type of memorial will guar- 
antee that no boy who gave his life 
for Justice and freedom will he forgot- 
ten. The number of American lives 
lost In this war Is very small in com- 
parison to those lost In the Civil War. 
If a community lost only three or four. 
It might not think It worth while to 
build a monument. But a community 
building is needed entirely apart from 
Its memorial purpose. The chief ad- 
vantage of this type of memorial, 
however, is not that it Is economical, 
but that It keeps green an insjilrlng 
memory; and It seeks to put Into op- 
eration, through Its civic and social 
activities, the Ideals for which our 
boys fought in France. 

Mliprty Ronds For Rnlldlnes 
"Funds for this purpose could be 
raised more easily, if they were raised 
in the form of Liberty Bonds during 
the fifth loan, wtaieh is to come in the 
spring. The bonds can be used as 
money when the time comes to build. 
Thus a ciiinnninily can serve itself, 
while, at the same time, it Is render- 
ing a national service, ny this meth-

huilding ought to be erected. Insti- 
tutions are made or tbe people, not the 
people for institutions. Let us use 
whatever means are available for our 
purpose. But there ismo need for any 
community to submit to a backward- 
looking boar dof school directors. The 
schools belong to the people and it is 
their privilege to compel school offic- 
ials to be their public servants and 
execute their will." 

In his foreword to the Bureau's cir- 
cular Commissioner Claxton states 
'hat the Bureau of Rducatlon will 
-ladly join with other agencies in 
s;iinulating the erection of memorials 
of this kind to American Soldiers and 
sailors.

For some unexplained reason the 
governnieiil ojierators of the railroads 
have evidently let one of the rail- 
roads "put one over" on them. It is 
annonnced that a boy in Qrlffln, Qa., 
has been awarded a prise thorough- 
bred hull oJfered by the Southern of 
Georgia Railroad In a calf-cluh con- 
test. After having compelled the rail- 
roads to cease employing chemists to 
develop chemical Industries along 
their lines. It is surprising that a road 
would be permitted to give away a 
bull to encourage breeding of better 
cattle in the territory It serves. From 
the standpoint of government oper- 
ation, here is a sheer waste. The gov- 
ernment operators out out solicitors 
of business, they cut out advertising, 
they discontinued branch ticket offlces 
—all in the nam« of economy. But 
they let a railroad give away a bull 
for the encouragement of production 
of better cattle. First thing we know 
the Railroad Administration will real- 
ize his mistake and restore the chem- 
ists and permit advertising 0* the su- 
perior serrioe of varioM railroads. 
Oira 'em ttaae enough and the makers 
of railroad policy under government 
operation might learn a lot of things: 
but consider the cost to the people of 
educating the autocrats.

Moses was one of the groatest, If not 
the gr&tstt men that ever lived. 
Among the things that made hlra 
great was his ability to pray. He 

seemed to get closer to l«rd than any 
other man. In this lesson he appears 

pleading with Cod for the people that 
God had entrusted to his leadership, 
but Who had fallen Into idolatry sol 
soon attor God's wonderful manifesta- 
tion to them at the giving ot ttie com- 
mandments noted in our last Isfson. 
They had said in that awful scene "All 
that He c( uniands us we will do," and 
yet In a few days they made a golden 
calf and worshiped it. How frail Is 
manl How weak! How vassilatlng! 
How much be needs pastoral care! 
Ifow many people, today. Join the 
church, make a profession ot religion 
and then go back to the world! Their 
number Is legion. 

At first Moses was angry with his 
people for their base idolatry, but on 
sober refieotion he assumed a differ- 
ent mood, and went before God to 
plead for mercy for them. Here ap- 
pears another of the noble traits In 
the character of Moses— his unselfish- 
ness. 

His •intimacy with God has now 
given him a bold tamillarity, and in 
almost reproachful terms he address- 
es the Lord, "And Moses said unto the 
Ix)rd, See, thou sayest imto me, bring 
up this people; and thou hast not let 
me know whom thou wilt send with 

me If thy presence go not with 

me, carry us not up hence." Moses 
was unwilling to undertake so great 
a task alone. He knew bis limitations. 
Happy is the man wbo realizes that In 
all christian work he can succeed only j 
■when God goes with bim. More fail- 
ures occur from a lack of faith in 
God and too much reliance upon self 
than from any other cause. 

Tht Bible abounds with promises 
(if success to Cod's faithful workers 
if they will only rely upon God for 
success. Our only assurance Is In 
God's blessing upon our efforts. 

Again as Christian workers we need 
another ot Moses' strong points of 
character, and that is patience with 
the disobedient and unfaithful. No 
leader was ever more severely tried 
at this point tlian Moses. Yet he 
never deserted tliem. in a great oni- 
rgency when God was determined to 
blot them from the face ot the earth 
and make a great nation out ot.him, 
he prayed that he be Motted out and 
they saved. Nearness to God is the 
only way to possess such an unself- 
ish spirit as this.

Until we be- 
come thus sublimated by the refining 
grace ot God we will be only bunglers 
and failure in our eftorts to save men.
